VERY one of us makes a pace for ourself. 
Often we take rile pace of 
someone else, but this is a dangerous thing to do, for if the pace is 
missed, we lose the tempo—and are apt to be lost! 
We were born to be companionable. 
AU nature and human life are 
founded upon the idea of a congenial fam ily life. 
From the com m unity 
is born the State, and to it the State m ust ever return for its inspiration 
and guidance. 
The earliest hope of us all. as we em erge from the cradle, is to do 
something and to be somebody.

The bailm ent lease is used by 
com panies which sell m erchandise,

The ti­ 
tle to the merchandise rem ains in 
the corporation until the last In­ 
stalm ent is paid and the sum of

AUTOMOBILE DEDUCTIONS 
W ith the number of automobile 
owners registering in the millions, 
the questions of deductions for the 
cost of operation and m aintenance 
of a mator car frequently Is ad­ 
dressed to the bureau of internal 
revenue. 
The purchase price of an 
automobile, whether it is t$ be used 
for business or pleasure, cannot be 
deducted 
from 
gross 
income. 
If 
used for business, it is a capital ex ­ 
penditure; if used for pleasure, it is 
a 
personal 
expenditure—both de­ 
ductions being expressly prohibited 
by the incom e-tax law. 
However, there are several allow­ 
able deductions in connection with 
the cost of m aintenance and oper­ 
ation of an autom obile, used either 
for business or pleasure. 
If 
the 
car is used exclusively for business 
purposes, 
there m ay 
be deducted 
the entire cost of gasoline, oil, re­ 
pairs. rent for garage, and 
other 
necessary expenses connected with

and 
upkeep. 
Deprecia­ 
tion, based on the cost of the car 
and its estim ated useful life, also 
is deductible.

The fish commission announced 
total distribution of fish and frogs 
to Pennsylvania waters during 1933. 
During the year, 540.833,211 fish and 
frogs, having commercial value of 
$652,770, were distributed from the 
fish commission’s hatcheries. 
Favorable water conditions made 
the trout distribution highly effec­ 
tive, according to Oliver M. Deibler, 
commissioner of fisheries. 
Brook 
trout released, ranging from six- 
ingh legal size to twelve inches, 
numbered 677,825. 
Brown trout dis­ 
tribution also is forging steadily 
ahead, a total of 179,400 of these 
popular

fish 
having

placed in suitable waters. Tile fish

The 
historic 
Lincoln 
highway, 
ribboning across the state through 
the scenic wonderland of the Al­ 
leghenies, is being m ade safer for 
the traveling public. 
The highway departm ent intends 
to spend almost $2,500,000 this year 
on improvements. 
Acuation for m easures to make 
the road safer developed after 
a 
number of fatal accidents, but th* 
highway departm ent’s program had 
been projected before th a t 
In fact. Sam uel S, Lewis, secre­ 
tary of highways, feels 
th at 
the 
road is one of the safest in Penn­ 
sylvania. 
“Accidents cannot fairly be com­ 
pared except on a basis of expo­ 
sure.” he says. 
“The Lincoln highway carries .a 
great volume of traffic and con­ 
sequently will show’ a greater num ­ 
ber of accidents th an m any other 
roads, but in relation to the num ­ 
ber of vehicles carried its showing 
will be found to be very favoiable.*’ 
The Lincoln highway, known as 
The Nation’s M ain S treet" 
has 
been improved alm ost every year 
since it w’as laid out in 1785 from 
Harrisburg to w hat is now P itts­ 
burgh. 
The road had its beginning as a 
buffalo trail and later was follow­ 
ed by the Indian. As th e white m an 
pressed 
westward, first on horse­ 
back and later in the Conestoga wa­ 
gon, he found the lane to be a re­ 
markably direct route 
from 
the 
east to the west. 
So closely does it follow the old 
Indian trail th a t the distance from 
Harrisburg to P ittsburgh is only 
seven miles greater. 
Planes Follow’ Route 
Today, as m illions of cars speed 
over the highway every year, mail 
and commercial planes follow 
route overhead. 
Since January I, 1931, the high­ 
way has spent $1,002,874 improving 
18.65 miles of the road.
